THE SUEZ CANAL SHARES 


"Ah, 
my friend, so it has happened 


to you also to have business with 
these financiers!" 


I turned in surprise, and beheld the 


ambassador coming down the steps of 
the Bourse.

" 'I am not even myself interested 


in It,' he answered, 'except from the 
point of view that, as chairman of the 
company, I desire to see these shares 
placed in the hands of the company's 
friends. However, I have provided my- 
self with a list of the members of the 
syndicate.' 


"He handed me a document contain- 


ing about a dozen names. Two or three 
Mere those of bankers of some repute; 
the remainder were absolute nobodies 
of whom I had never heard.

" 'And you, M. le Vicomte, am 1 to 


be equally careful that your Interest 
in this matter does not transpire?'

dlve should not be informed that I in- 
terest myself In the negotiation from 
the point of view I have spoken of. 
The fact is,' he went on, assuming a 
more confidential tone, 'that a diffi- 
culty has already arisen between the 
Suez Canal company and the khedlve, 
of which 1 should be glad to avoid the 
repetition. Last year, owing to cer- 
tain differences with the Hritish gov- 
ernment on a question of tolls, the 
company was obliged to threaten to 
close the canal to their ships of war.

in a week I was in Cairo " 


"I was piovided with letters of in- 


troduction which speedily obtained for 
me a private interview with Ismail 
Pabha. The character of this khedive 
Is well known. 
His reckless extrav- 


agance had reduced his, country to 
bankruptcy, and it was on this extrav- 
agance that 1 relied as the motive for 
inducing him to accept the offer which 
1 was empowered to make. 


"The palace at Cairo, in which he 


received me, was a strange mixture of 
European and Oriental luxury.

yourself with Lord Derby, who is a 
mere instrument Go straight to M. 
Disiaeli, the premier; it Is to him that 
we must address ourselves. Explain 
to him on whose behalf you are act- 
ing, and the affair may yet be ter- 
minated'satisfactonly.' 


"I could do nothing but obey. On 


the evening of the following day, the 
25th of November, I reached London, 
and as soon as I had changed my 
dress, drove straight 
to Downing 


street. 


"The English premier received me 


with an urbanity worthy of the Fau- 
bourg St. Germain, and insisted on my 
lighting a cigar and refreshing myself 
with a brandy and seltzer, before he 
would permit me to say a word. 
' "'You must not think you are a 
stranger to me,' he was good enough 
to say. 'I am not ignorant of the dis- 
tinguished reputation you have earned 
among the European chancelleries.'

honor, M. le Premier,' I responded. 'I 
only regret that I am not in a posi- 
tion to repeat them to the French 
government.'

casing to run ribbon through Is by 
making a wide cat stitch or feather 
stlch on the outside of the article to 
he used and through tlilu run tho 
ribbon.

way to repair it is to buttonhole the 
kid on either side of the split, then 
sew (he buttonholed edges together.

Always thread silk into a needle by 


putting tho end of the silk that exists 
before It is unwound from the spool 
In the eye first If the silk Is put In 
from the end you break or cut, It un- 
twists more easily than If it Is thread- 
ed from the other end. Clip all bast- 
ings to be removed at five or six Inch 
Intervals.

The assembly concurred in the Monk 


bill, prohibiting employment agencies

Two senate bills were killed; one 


providing that the office of any per- 
son holding a county, city or school 
district office shall be declared vacant 
on the conviction of the 
incumbent 


for a criminal olfense growing out of 
the administration of his office, and a 
bill repealing the law relating to the 
publication of notices of sale of real 
estate under execution. 


The Monk bill, prohibiting pander- 


ing, 
was ordered to a third reading. 


The I'otts bill, extending the time for 
payment of county and state taxes by 
local and county treasurers from the 
first Monday in February to the fifbt 
Monday in March, was ordered to a 
third reading. 


Amend Embalming Bill. 


The assembly amended the Ham- 


brecht bill relating to the practice of 
embalming and the transportation of 
dead bodies by providing that no one 
should be licensed as an embalmer un- 
less he had at least an education equal 
that given in the eighth grade of the 
common and parochial schools. 
The 


bill as amended was ordered to en- 
grossment and third reading. 


Secretary Gettle of the railroad com- 


mission was the authonof the so-called 
jitney bill. This statement was made 
on the floor of the senate by Senator 
Bray, discussing a bill giving the com- 
mission power to regulate the speed of 
interurban cars. 


Raise for Judges Refused. 


The bill coming from the judiciary 


committee of the senate and raising 
the salary of the judges of the Civil 
court in Milwaukee from 
$3,000 to 


$3,600 was killed. By a vote of S to 17 
the bill was refused engrossment. 


Senator Martin said judges should 


go to county boards to obtain in- 
creases in salary. 


The teachers' retirement fund is not 


self-sustaining, was a statement made 
by Senator Culbertson, speaking for 
his bill for an investigation of all pen- 
sions. The Culbertson bill as amend- 
ed calls for a committee to investigate 
the question of pensions at an expense 
not to exceed $5,000. 
The bill was 


sent to the finance committee on mo- 
tion of Senator Ackley. 


Among the bills engrossed by the 


senate, was that bringing fraternal in- 
surance companies more under con- 
trol of the insurance commission and 
that relating to organization of domes- 
tic Lloyds associations. 


The Monk bill for a state police de- 


partment was indefinitely postponed 
as was the Baxter bill, regulating child 
labor. 


Income Tax Change Saved. 


The bill from the excise and fees 


committee, which iprohibits persons 
on the black list from entering sa- 
loons, was ordered engrossed. 
The 


Grell bill, which raises exemptions 
of a single person subject to income 
tax to 51,200 and of a man and wife 
to $1,600 was saved from indefinite 
postponement by means of substitute 
amendments.

Smith Measure Providing for One Day 


of Rest in Seven Was Defeated 


in the Assembly by a Vote 


of 48 to 23. 


.Madison, May 13, 1915. 


The assembly passed the Hedeii bill 


prohibiting "treating" to intoxicating 
licjuors. 
A motion made by Assembly- 


man Ha.ii.scn of Manitowoc to kill the 
bill was lost, -I!) to 47. 
The bill pro- 


vides that treating shall not be allowed 
in places where intoxicating liquors 
arc Bold and requires the keeper of 
the place to post a sign reading, "Pub- 
lic- 
forbidden by law." 


The bill provides that the sale of 


liciuors to any person for the consump- 
tion of members of his Immediate fam- 
ily shall not be prohibited. The pen- 
alty for violation of the law is a fine 
of from $5 to $25. 


One Day of Rest Bill Killed. 


The assembly killed the Smith bill 


providing for one day of rest in seven 
for employes in Industrial and mercan- 
tile establishments. The motion to kill 
the bill was made by Assemblyman 
Laursen and It prevailed, 48 to 28. 


The assembly concurred in the Monk 


bill, prohibiting employment agencies 
from sending girls 
and 
women 
to 


places of bad repute. 


Two senate bills were killed; one 


providing that the office of any per- 
son holding a county, city or school 
district ollice shall be declared vacant 
ou the conviction of the 
incumbent 


for a criminal offense growing out of 
the administration of his oiHce, and a 
bill repealing the law relating to the 
publication of notices of sale of real 
estate under executipn. 


The Monk bill, prohibiting pander- 


ing, was ordered to a third reading. 
The Potts bill, extending the time for 
payment of county and state taxes by 
local and county treasurers from the 
first Monday in February to the lirst 
Monday in March, was ordered to a 
third reading. 


Amend Embalming Bill. 


The assembly 
amended the Ham- 


brecht bill relating to the practice of 
embalming and the transportatiou of 
dead bodies by providing that no one 
should be licensed as an onibalrner un- 
less he had at least an education eriual 
that given in the eighth grade of the 
common and parochial schools. 
The 


bill as amended wa.s ordered to en- 
grossment and third reading. 


Secretary Gettle of the railroad com- 


mission was the author.of the so-called 
jitney bill. This statement was made 
on the floor of the senate by Senator 
Bray, discussing a. bill giving the com- 
mission power to regulate the speed of 
interurban cars. 


Raise for Judges Refused. 


The bill coming from the judiciary 


committee of the senate and raising 
the salary of the judges of, the Civil 
court in Milwaukee from 
$3,000 
to 


S3.600 was killed. By a vote of 8 to 17 
the bill was refused engrossment.

franchise to use streets should be 
granted by any city or village until 
the franchise had been submitted to 
the railroad commission.

aware that the jitney was liable to 
be unloaded onto them. 
One of the 


commissioners In looking over

bill one day was struck with the Idea 
that this meant jitneys and began to 
study the bill further.

to the bill denied the impeachment, 
but admitted that with a few amend- 
ments the bill might be able to cover

of jitney 
regulation. 


Since that time it has been rumored 
that a

amendment

ney problem. 
The ones 
who 
are 


-worrying now. are members of the 
railroad commission, who see In the 
passage of the bill If it should pass, 
that their work will be doubled, at 
least In annoyance, if nothing else.

Immense Damage Is Feared to Crops 


— No Means of Extermination 


Is Known—Feeds on 


Any Root. 


Madison.- -Farmers of Wisconsin 


are being warned against white grubs 
and the damage they cause by their 
sharp jaws and omnivorous appetites. 
This warning is being sent out by 
Prof. J. G. Sanders of the department 
of economic entomology and 
chief 


nursery inspector of the University 
of Wisconsin. 
Prof. 
Sanders 
has 


just returned 
from 
Gran', county, 


where he says he found an average 
ot two of these grubs to the square 
foot. 


"When it is considered that when 


corn is planted in hills, say three feel 
apart, and in rows an equal distance, 
giving each hlH of corn nine square 
feet," he said, "It will ba seen this 
means eighteen of these grubs to the 
hill. 
How long that hill will last 


after the grubs start work is only a 
matter of the size of the hill. 
Its 


ultimate destruction is unavoidable. 


"1 wish to warn the farmers of the 


state against using land devoted to 
sod crops last year for hill crops this 
year. This is the year of greatest ac- 
tivity of the three year grub, and if 
corn, tobacco, potatoes and other hill 
crops are planted on ground where 
the June bug laid its eggs last year 
they will be utterly destroyed. 


"Almost every kind of root Is fit 


food for these grubs. 
They 
have 


even been known to attack the roots 
of fruit trees when other food was 
denied them." 


Prof. Sanders then explained the 


life history of the grub. 
He says 


the eggs were laid early last spring 
and the larvae did comparatively lit- 
tle damage. 
Burrowing deep into the 


j ground, they withstood the 
winter 


weather and this spring came up to 
the surface to feed on tender roots.

Washington, May 12— Germany has 


asked Ambassador Gerard at Berlin to 
notify the United States that subma- 
rine commanders have been speclfi- 
tally initructed not to harm neutral 
ships which <tre not engaged in hostile 
acts in the war zone, and that Ger- 
many will pay for damage .sustained 
by such ships. 


Washington, 
May 
12—President 


Wilson will enter a vigorous protest 
to Germany and will insist on an ex- 
planation of the series of Incidents 
connected with the submarine war 
•waged around British Isles which re- 
sulted in the deaths of American citi- 
zens. 


The president after three days of 


gtudy In solitude, came to this decision 
last night and submitted his draft to 
the members of the cabinet. It was 
unanimously approved. 


Thla decision, reached by President 


Wilson tonight, marks the first step in 
the policy which will be -pursued by 
the United States as a result of the 
Binklng of the Lusitania with the losb 
of more than 100 American lives. 


The kaiser's government also will be 


aaked to explain the sinking of- the 
Falaba, causing the deatli of Leon C. 
Thrasher, an American, the torpedo- 
ing of the Gulflight, and the attack by 
German airmen on 
the American 


Bteamshlp dishing. 


In Iirm and unmistakable terms, ac- 


cording to those familiar with the doc- 
ument, the president, after voicing the 
Intense feeling of the United States 
over these happenings, demands, in 
the name of International law, that 
Germany adhere to the established 
rules of maritime warfare. 


Demands Safety for Passengers. 


Unarmed merchant vessels, carrying 


non-combatants, must be visited and 
searched when encountered on 
the 


high seas, says the note, and passen- 
gers and crew be transferred to a 
place of safety before any prize is de- 
stroyed. 


The document to be sent to Germany 


points out that the Teutons will be 
held to strict accountability for any 
attacks on American vessels or deaths 
of American citizens. 
It is said the 


United States denies the right on the 
part of Germany to carry on such 
methods of warfare and states that the 
mere giving of olHrlnl notice of an 
intention to commit an unjustifiable 
act does not make it lawful. 


The events which follow 1£ Germany 


refuses to comply with the expressed 
wishes of the note, would not be dis- 
cussed by members of the cabinet to- 
night. 


Roosevelt For Drastic Action. 


Syracuse, N. Y., May 12—Former 


President Roosevelt Tuesday night 
plead'ed for prompt 'action by the Un- 
ited States on account of the Lusitania 
disaster, commenting on President 
Wilson's speech in Philadelphia. Mr. 
Roosevelt was particularly interested 
In that part of the president's speech 
in which the latter referred to "such 
a thing as a man being too proud to 
fight," and "a nation being so right 
that it does not need to convince oth- 
ers by force that it is right."

drowned with them, and the American 
ship, the Gulflight, which was torpe- 
doed, offer an eloquent commentary on 
the actual working of the theory that 
it is not necessary to assart rights and 
that a policy of blood and iron can 
with efficacy be met with a policy of 
blood and water. 


"Germany now offers to stop the 


practice of murder on the high seas if 
we will now abandon further neutral 
rights, which by her treaty she has 
solemnly pledged to see that we exer- 
cise without molestation. 


"Without twenty-four hours' delay 


this country should and could take ef- 
fective action by declaring that in view 
of Germany's murderous offenses all 
commerce with Germany shall be 
forthwith forbidden and all commerce 
of every kind permitted and encour- 
aged with France, England and the 
rest of the civilized world."

Of 
the 188 Americans on board, more than 
100 are believed dead

ered.

Living All Accounted For. 


Although the Cunard officials sug- 


gest that there may be few survivors 
of the Lusitania not yet reported, suf- 
fering from injuries at borne lonely 
fishing hut or farmer's cottage, this 
hope finds no reflection in official cir- 
cles. There it is declared the living 
are all accounted for. The latest avail- 
able figures show; 


Dead, passengers and crew, 1,150. 
Saved, passengers nnd crew, 767. 
Of the latter, 405 were passengers 


and 302 were members of. the crew. 


There Is much complaint that the 


Cunard officials have made no system- 
atic effort to recover bodies. Their 
tugs have been at the scene of the 
wreck only twice. And they have made 
no effort to cruise well out from the 
coast where outgoing and incoming 
vessels report the presence of many 
bodies wearing lifebelts. 


Scores Thrown From Boats. 


Scores of the Lusitania's passen- 


gers, many of them women and chil- 
dren, after being placed in lifeboats, 
were dragged down with the ship 
•when it sank, because 
the boats 


could not be lowered. Survivors at- 
tribute 
this 
fault 
to 
inefficiency 


among the crew. 
Hopes 
fouled, 


some of the boats were chopped away, 
overturning when they struck the sea, 
and hurling the occupants into the 
water. 
Some fell from a height of 


forty feet, others could not be re- 
leased and were dragged down. 


Handling of Ship Criticized. 


Survivors, 
both 
Americans 
and 


British, who have arrived in London, 
severely criticized the manner in 
which the Lusitania was handled, both 
by the admiralty and officials of the 
Cunard 
line. 
These 
complaints 


summed up briefly, follow: 


1. That the Lusitania, Instead of be- 


ing kept at top speed as she neared 
the Irish coast, slowed down, thus 
making her easy prey Tor the German 
submarines lying in wait for her. 


2. That no convoy was placed over 


the Lusitania by the admiralty despite 
the known presence of German sub- 


marines in Irish waters and 
the 


threats that had been made to destroy 
the liner. 


3. That officers 
of the Lusltania 


failed to drill the passengers in the 
routine to be followed in case of disas 
ter and that officers on the ship hii 
the seriousness of the ship's damage 
from passengers up to the last minute 
assuring them there was no danger. 


Explosions Killed 500 


Queenstown, May 12.—More than 


five hundred passengers and sailor 
on the Lusitania are believed to hav 
been killed or injured so badly the 
were rendered helpless by the explo 
sion which followed the impact of th 
second torpedo fired by the Germa 
submarine agalnbt the liner. 


Information to this effect was give 


to officials of the Cunard" line who ar 
making an investigation and assistin 
In the care of Injured survivors an 
the search for bodies. 


Capt W. T. Turner of the Lusitan: 


was in conference for hours with re 
resentatives of the Cunard line. Whe 
asked by press representatives if th 
explosion which resulted from the se 
ond torpedo had been caused by th 
blowing up of ammunition stored 
the liner's hull Captain Turner said: 


No, if 
ammunition had explode 


that would probably have torn the sh 
apart and the loss of life would hai 
been much heavier than It was " 


The statement of Captain Turn 


gave further basis to the belief th 
the liner's boilers blew up. 


The master o£ the lost Cunarder de- 


clared that, from the bridge he saw 
the torpedo streaking toward the Lusi- 
tania and tried to change the ship's 
course to avoid the missile, but was 
unable to do so in time. The only thing 
left for him to do was to rush the 
liner ashore and beach her, and she 
was headed for the Irish coast when 
she foundered.

EFFERY TELLS OF RESCUE 


enosha, WIs., Automobile Manufac- 
facturer Had Remarkable Escape 


When Lusitania Went Down. 


Kenosha, Wis., May 12—Charles T. 
effrey, president of the Thomas B. 
effrey company, has told to Kenosha 
eople in a special cable the story of 
is remarkable escape from death in 


sea after the sinking of the steam- 


r Lusitania. He says: 
"I was in the smoking room of the 
usitanla when the explosion ^took 
lace. It shook the whole ship as a 
rain might shake if the locomotive 
vas suddenly stopped and back into. 


"There was no panic then or any 
ther time. I went* down to another 
eck to see what was happening there. 
!ut there was no commotion. 


"I went down to my-cabin. There 


,'ere not many people in the alleyways 
with lifebelts. Others were going for 
hem. I had an air life preserver of 
my own. I put on my coat and waist- 
oat over it. 
"I made my way aft, and, seeing no 
ne on the navigating bridge, scram- 
>led up there and could see everything 
lappening along one side of the ship. 


"The ship now heeled over so much 


that passengers were clinging to the 
deck rail. It was a terrible sight— 
their helplessness with the great ship 
steadily going down from under us. I 
knew there was no place for me in the 
joats, so I stayed on the navigating 
Bridge waiting for the final plunge. 


"The steamship was now getting at 


an angle of 45 degrees, when suddenly 
there was a terrific rumbling, roaring 
noise: The huge ship trembling all 
over as its funnels went over, and it 
just slid dWn under the waves by the 
head and then it seemed to me sud- 
denly checked as though its bow had 
struck something.. But it was only 
momentarily and it disappeared under 
the water 


"I went down with it, but came to 


the surface again quickly and looked 
around for something to keep me up. 
Presently there floated near me a rect- 
angular sheet metal canlike air tank 
of a lifeboat, and I clutched It. Two 
men came along hanging to a barrel 
with handles at each end, so IJeft my 
rank and caught on to it Four hours 
later we were picked up by a trawler. 


Philadelphia,

Wilson gave to a gathering of 4,000 
naturalized Americans on 
Monday 


night the first intimation of what 
course the United States government 
will pursue in the situation resulting 
from the loss of more than 100 Ameri- 
can lives on the Lusitania. 


He spoke by implication, but his 


hearers interpreted his remarks as 
meaning that while the United States 
would remain at peace it would seek 
to convince Germany of the injustice 
to mankind o£ the tragedy of last 
Friday. 


"America," said the president, "mus 


have the consciousness that on al 
sides it touches elbows and touches 
heart with all nations of mankind. 
The example of America must be a 
special example, and must be an ex- 
ample not merely of peace because it 
will not fight, but because peace is a 
healing and elevating influence of the 
world, and strife is not. 


"There is such a thing as a man bo- 


ing too proud to fight There is such 
a thing aa being so right that it does 
not need to convince others by force 
that it is right." 


These remarks precipitated a tu- 


mult of applause and patriotic en- 
thusiasm, attended by a waving of 
thousands of small American flags. 
The president made no direct refer- 
ence to the Lusitania tragedy, but the 
audience did not hesitate to read the 
application of his statement. 


Introduced by Mayor Blankenburg, 


who spoke in distinctly German ac- 
cent, a welcome and appeal for a sin- 
gle allegiance to the United States, the 
president carried forward the idea of 
the welding of foreign blood in the 
makeup of America by pointing out 
the true goal of right American citi- 
zenship to be a loyalty not to the 
country of one's birth but to the land 
of one's adoption. 


"While you bring," he said, '"all 


countries with you, you come with a 
purpose of leaving all other countries 
behind you—bringing what is best of 
their spirit, but not looking over your 
shoulder or seeking to perpetuate 
what you leave in them. I would not 
certainly be one who would suggest 
that a man. cease to love the place of 
his origin. 


"It is one thing to love the place 


where you were born and another 
thing to dedicate yourself to the place 
where you go. You can't be an Amer- 
ican if you think of yourself in groups. 
America does not consist of groups. 
A man who considers himself as be- 
longing to a national group is not yet 
an American. 


"My advice to you is to think first 


not only of America but to think flrst 
of humanity, and you do not love hu- 
manity if you seek to divide humanity 
in jealous camps," 


Some of the passages in his speech 


which the crowd applauded most loud- 
ly were these: 


"I am sorry for the man who seeks 


to make personal capital out of the 
passions of his fellow man. 


"He has lost the touch and ideal of 


America, for America was created to 
unite mankind by the passions that 
lift and unite and not by the passions 
that separate and debase mankind. 


"The man who seeks to divide man 


from man, group from group, interest 
from Interest in the United States Is 
striking at Its very heart. 


"1 * was born 
In America. You 


dreamed of what America was to be, 
and I hope you brought the dreams 
with you. No man who does not see 
visions will ever realize any high 
hopes or undertake any great enter- 
prise." 
' 


There was a tremendous ovation as 


the president finished his speech. 


Because of the present status of in- 


ternational affairs, extraordinary pre- 
cautions had been taken to guard the 
president during his stay in Philadel- 
phia. Seven hundred and fifty police- 
men had been detailed for this duty. 


On his return trip from the hall fhe 


president rode for three miles along 
streets almost solidly lined with cheer- 
ing people. Frequently he raised his 
hat and bowed. Automobile horns 
sounded a steady 
chorus. In the 


Broad street station of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad several thousand peo- 
ple cheered as the president stepped 
aboard his private car. He smiled and 
wared his hat to them. 
Soon after- 


ward the president retired. 


In Introducing the president Mayor 


Blankenburg said: 


"I present to you—God bless him— 


the president"

Crane might go to China. It was based 
on the fact that Minister Paul S

The example of America must be a 
special example, and must be an ex- 
ample not merely of peace because it 
will not fight, but because peace is a 
healing and elevating influence of the 
world, and strife Is not 


"There is such a thing as a man be- 


ing too proud to fight There is such 
a thing as being so right that it does 
not need to convince others by force 
that it is right." 


These remarks precipitated a tu- 


mult ot applause and patriotic en- 
thusiasm, attended by a waving of 
thousands of small American flags. 
The president made no direct refer- 
ence to the Lusitania tragedy, but the 
audience did not hesitate to read the 
application of his statement. 


Introduced by Mayor Blankenburg, 


who spoke in distinctly German ac- 
cent, a welcome and appeal for a sin- 
gle allegiance to the United States, the 
president carried forward the idea ot 
the welding of foreign blood in the 
makeup of America by pointing out 
the true goal ot right American citi- 
zenship to be a loyalty not to the 
country of one's birth but to the land 
of one's adoption 


"While you bring," he said, '"all 


countries with you, you come with a 
purpose of leaving all other countries 
behind you—bringing what is best of 
their spirit, but not looking over your 
shoulder or seeking to perpetuate 
what you leave in them, I would not 
certainly be one who would suggest 
that a man cease to love the place of 
his origin. 


"It is one thing to love the place 


where you were born and another 
thing to dedicate yourself to the place 
where you go. You can't be an Amer- 
ican if you think of yourself in groups. 
America does not consist ot groups. 
A man who considers himself as be- 
longing to a national group is not yet 
an American. 


"My advice to you is to think first 


not only of America but to think first 
of humanity, and you do not love hu- 
manity if you seek to divide humanity 
in jealous camps." 


Some of the passages in his speech 


which the crowd applauded most loud- 
ly were these: 


"I am sorry for the man who seeks 


to make personal capital out of the 
passions of his fellow man. 


"He has lost the touch and Ideal, of 


America, for America was created to 
unite mankind by the passions that 
lift and unite and not by the passions 
that separate and debase mankind. 


"The man who seeks to divide man 


from man, group from group, interest 
from interest in the United States Is 
striking at its very heart. 


"l"was born 
in America. You 


dreamed of what America was to be, 
and I hope you brought the dreams 
•with you. No man who does not see 
visions will ever realize any high 
hopes or undertake any great enter- 
prise."

There was a tremendous ovation as 


the president finished his speech. 


Because of the present status of in- 


ternational affairs, extraordinary pre- 
cautions bad been taken to guard the 
president during his stay in Philadel- 
phia.

Imported Seeds Fumigated. 


Even imported seeds aro being 


given a bath In this age of sanitary 
precaution. 
The innovation, having 


for its object the destruction of in- 
jurious insects, was begun by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture and does not affect tb.<y valuo 
of the seed. 


The infected seed is placed in a 


chamber in which a partial vacuum 
has been created. 
The chamber is 


filled with a very deadly gas—hydro- 
cyanic acid—which penetrates more 
effectively into the seed because of 
the previously created vacuum. It has 
been found that a considerably short- 
er exposure is necessary in using this 
method of fumigation than In the 
usual method. 


A most dangerous poison, hydrocy- 


anic acid should not be handled by 
any except those who are thoroughly 
familiar with It.

bon bisulphide—Is to be used by the 
department in a similar experiment

It has 
been found that a considerably short- 
er exposure Is necessary in using tills 
method of fumigation than In tho 
usual method. 


A most dangerous poison, hydrocy- 


anic acid should not bo handled by 
any except those who aro tnoroughly 
familiar with it. 
Another gas—car- 


bon bisulphide—Is to be lined by tho 
department In a similar experiment.
